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This is a decision on the petition filed Dec. 5, 2007 to withdraw holding of abandonment entered 
Nov. 30, 2007. This petition is being considered pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 8 1 . No fee is required. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The application was held abandoned for failure to timely respond to the Office Action mailed on 
Apr. 6, 2007. Notice of abandonment was mailed on Nov. 30, 20077.

37 CFR §1. 8(b) states:

(1) Informs the Office of the previous mailing or transmission of the correspondence promptly after 
becoming aware that the Office has no evidence of receipt of the correspondence; 

(2) Supplies an additional copy of the previously mailed or transmitted correspondence and 
certificate; and 

(3) Includes a statement which attests on a personal knowledge basis or to the satisfaction of the 
Director to the previous timely mailing or transmission. If the correspondence was sent by facsimile 
transmission, a copy of the sending unit's report confirming transmission may be used to support this 
statement. 
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In light of the evidence submitted and satisfied the provisions of 37 CFR § 1 .8(b), there is no 
abandonment in fact. As such, the holding of abandonment is in error and is hereby vacated. Any 
inconvenience to the applicant is regrettable.
